One hundred an d fiftyyears 
ago 
R u ssia , P r u s s ia and Austria began 
the work of d e stro y in g Poland. 
Poland was between Prussia and 
R u ssia and between A u stria and R us­ 
sia. 
W hen the three nations b r o u g h t the 
dismembered 
p a r ts of the kingdom 
into their own boundaries then they 
became c o n tiguous 
neighbors, 
and 
d u rin g all the years following each 
nation has looked with suspicion and 
fear on the other. 
And now we find each of them a t­ 
tempting to place the Poles, and each 
prom ising r e sto ra tio n . 
lf Poland had remained a nation it 
have been to d a y the buffer 
state, 
keeping apart the developing and o p ­ 
posing forces of the three neighboring 
kingdoms. 
And in those d a y s A ustria o v e r­ 
cam e Italy and incorporated into the 
empire Florence. Milan and 
other 
p ro u d cities th at a re a ro u nd the foot­ 
hills of the Alps. 
Nationalism was born 
ag a in 
in 
It a l y . 
W ith in the memory of men North 
Italy 
was wrested from the Haps- 
burgs. 
The treachery of the em peror of 
Fra n c e permitted 
A u stria to 
keep 
Trent and 
the 
territory 
aro u n d 
Trieste, which a re m ore italian than 
Venice or Milan. 
Now we find Italy on the verge of 
war with A u s t r i a and Germany, try ­ 
ing to get A u stria peacefully to cede 
back to italy tile Italian provinces.

OYSTER-SHELL BARK LOUSE 


Insect Found on Over Forty Different 
Food Plants in United States— 
An Effective Spray. 


(By GEOR GE M. LIST. Colorado Experi­ 
ment Station.) 
As the name will indicate, this is 
one of the scale insects, taking its 
n am e from th e scale covering that is 
secreted over the insect’s b o d y , re­ 
sembling so m e w h a t the convex side of 
an oyster shell. 
This in sect has been reported on 
o ver forty different food plants in th e 
United States, including most of our 
fruit trees, also m a n y o rn am e n ta l and 
sh a d e trees. 
I t h as proved especially 
bad in some sections of this sta te on 
lilac and ash. 
If one of these scales be raise d in 
t h e winter or ea rly spring, th e re will 
be found b en e ath it a m a ss of very 
small yellowish or whitish eggs th a t 
h a tch about th e m iddle of May into 
small lice t h a t a p p e a r as m e re specks 
to th e naked eye. 
T hey move about for a few days, 
t h e n insert th e ir b ea k s into th e bark 
and begin to feed. 
By the end of the 
season the y a r e fully developed and 
have secreted a scaly co verin g over 
the entire body. In th e fall, th e adult 
deposits th e m a s s of small eggs and 
dies. 
S praying w ith k erosene emulsion 5 
per cent. kerose ne in May o r .lune 
just, afte r h at ch in g tim e has proved 
very effective in controlling this pest.

This is my game— to pretend that 
your money will be returned in case 
you are not pleased with your pur­ 
chase and then, it' you do send in a 
good hot kick you will get a letter 
hack asking you to select something 
else from the catalogue. 
You will 
be tired out with 
letters 
and 
sug­ 
gestions as to what you should take 
instead of the article you kicked on 
until you finally decide to save auy 
more trouble and take something else, 
som ething you didn’t w ant at all. 
But I suppose that really the great­ 
est joke of all is played on the peo­ 
ple in the small towns by my so­ 
called “credit” system. 
I send you a catalogue and 
in­ 
vite you to buy anything you want 
and to take your own time to pay for 
it. 
The literature I send out leads 
J you to believe that I do not care for 
money at all. 
I try to make you be­ 
lieve that you are a great friend of my 
concern, that you are entitled to great 
nsideration, that your wants shall be 
pplied with the greatest possible care 
nd that you are reliable and entitled 
to credit. 
"I will not make any inquiries con­ 
cerning your credit,” says my litera­ 
ture. 
“No questions will be asked of your 
neighbors,” says another paragraph. 
“Your neighbors and friends will 
never know that you are dealing with 
os on credit,” says still another sec­ 
to r of my letter. But I most certainly 
do inquire about you. For instance: 
I had an outside concern—that is a 
concern running under another name 
and with a separate address from the 
main store. 
This address was the 
home of my credit m anager or the of 
Cee of my “collection lawyer.’’ 
W hen you write in for credit this 
is the way I do it. 
I have you sign, 
first of all, a paper which is a part ot 
the order blank and is really a l*‘gai 
contract, giving me power and author 
ity to come into your home and take 
out, not only the things you have pur­ 
chased on credit from me but also 
everything else. When you sign an or 
“ der'for goods on credit you unw itting­ 
ly sign a chattel m ortgage on your 
household property.

All of the future pay­ 
m ents are profit to my house.

value, w'hen you send in the first pay­ 
ment. 
I won t lose anything if you 
never send in another cent. 
But think of it—you 
must 
keep 
sending in money to meet the other 
payments for perhaps two years—so 
much each month. 
Any time you fail 
to meet a monthly payment I send the 
papers to a local lawyer and he can 
take 
possession of your 
household 
goods and sell them on the street. 
Borne of the goods 
I send 
you 
are not worth hauling to the cars. 
I 
rem em ber one lot of parlor furniture 
that had a lot of damages, one of 
which was a broken leg on tile divan. 
It never could be fixed. 
I seut that 
set out every time 
I could substi­ 
tute it for another on an order and 
it always came back. 
We had a lot 
of joking about that old crippled set 
of parlor furniture and, well, it had 
a lot of adventures. 
I shipped that 
set to nearly every state in the Union. 
W henever a custom er would order a 
parlor set, and I could not get it, for 
the price, I used to ship this crippled 
set out instead. 
Of course it came 
back. Just as I knew it would, but it 
gave me a chance to tu rn round and I 


v " 


kept the money In the business, of 
course. 
Another strict rule is that you must 
make your complaints within a cer­ 
tain period of time after you have re­ 
ceived the goods. 
No matter what 
was sent you, if you do not make a 
complaint according to the rules I 
have laid down, it is all off. You have 
no redress. 
You must keep whatever 
was sent to you. 
i spend a big part of my expenses in 
the hiring of collectors and in the 
maintaining of a credit and collection 
department. 
Your name is kept in a 
card index system . A girl bas charge 
of a certain number of cards. 
She 
works this list every tio often, lf y'dVf 
are slow pay, and keejf on being slow, 
your card is taken out an d 'placed in 
another list and if you keep on not 
paying, your card is finally placed in 
the list handled by the house lawyer, 
who comes after you with all sorts of 
threats. 
If you persist in not paying, then 
there are t wo things to do. I will send 
the account to a local lawyer and he 
will come to your house and demand 
the payment. 
But if it is a small ac­ 
count I will not send it for collection 
but will continue to send you dun no­ 
tices for months afterw ard. 
Some­ 
times I sold these small accounts to 
“shy ster” lawyers for a small percent­ 
age and they collect w hatever they 
can. 
They will even follow a son or a 
daughter with the unpaid bills of par­ 
ents. 
And the stuff you get from me isn’t 
worth having. 
It is the cheapest stuff 
imaginable, 
lf it is clothing it won t 
w ear well and will come to pieces the 
first time you wear it out in the rain. 
lf it is furniture it will break if a 
heavy person sits down on it and if it’s 
hardw are it is undependable and will 
never keep sharp and it probably has 
a flaw in it so that it will break at 
the first strain. 
I f s not worth buying in the first 
place and it isn’t worth having after 
you have bought it. 
Don’t order it in 
the first place. 
Buy from your local 
dealer, who at least will listen to your 
complaints and replace any article not 
up to standard. 
H e keeps a more de­ 
pendable stock of stuff than I do. You 
can rely on him, too. 
He can’t run 
away or seek refuge behind letters 
and lies. 
Yes, if s the best thing to buy what 
you need of your m erchant in your 
own home town. 
He is entitled tc 
receive your business and he keeps s 
place in which you can find what you 
require. 
The various articles illustrated lr 
my catalogues look good in the pie 
tures, they are made th a t way to foo 
you. 
They are m isrepresented in the 
w ritten 
descriptions 
aud 
they 
are 
m anufactured so as to ch eat you ir 
every possible manner. 
You will get better value in the store 
of your own merchant. 
Think of til is 
when you next require something. T ri 
him out. ask him if he has it or if he 
h asn ’t got it in stock if he rn n ’t ordei 
it for you. 
He will be glad to do so. 


A Horse’s Medal. 
A Russian artillery horse won a 
bronze medal at Plevna.

given for some amm unition wagons to 
be hurried to a spelt that meant cross­ 
ing the enemy's zone of tire.

horses, bringing them down in heaps

Times without num ber did the Rus­ 
sian drivers, sparing neither whip nor 
spur, attem pt to urge the horses for­ 
ward, but they stood cowed and shiv­ 
ering with fright.

Icebergs and Sea Water. 
That the tem perature of sea w ater 
rises slightly near an iceberg, as one 
man of science has asserted, is a con­ 
clusion not borne out by th e investiga­ 
tions of the bureau of standards. Dur­ 
ing the sum m er patrol of the United 
States steam ships Chester aud Bir­ 
mingham in the North Atlantic, mem­ 
bers of the staff of the bureau took au­ 
tomatic records of the tem perature of 
the water. 
The records show that 
changes of tem perature in the sea far 
from icebergs are a t least as great 
and sudden as the changes near them, 
and that they do not point to the 
presence of icebergs. 
They find also 
that an iceberg more often lowers than 
raises the tem perature of the water 
n ear it. 
These conclusions are iden­ 
tical with those arrived at by the ob­ 
servers on the Scotia, which was sent 
out to the Newfoundland banks by the 
British Board of T rade in the summer 
of 1913, except that they more often 
observed small rises of tem perature in 
the neighborhood of ic e b e rg s —Youth’s 
Companion.
